LONDON (OFNS).— 
HE engine that will prob- | 
ably boost America’s space- 
craft to the moon is being de- 
veloped and tested in the Mo- 
jave Desert. It is Rocketdyne's 
encrmous F-1 rocket engine— | 
easily the largest in the West | 
and probably in the world. Its 
nine-foot wide thrust-chamber 
has aiready achieved thrusts | 
of over 1,5 million pounds. 
Despite its size, the engine 
is much simpler than its smal- 
Jer predecessors. There is no | 
separate hydraulic system 
the valves and controls are all 
operated by the rocket’s own 
liquid oxygen and kerosene 
fuels.

But re-entry 
from a moon trip will be at 
25,000 m.ph. and a new pheno- 
menon is likely to be en- 
countered: apart from heat- 
ing by friction, the air round 
he capsule’s nose will start 
to glow—and radiation from 
this glowing air may add se- 
verely to the heating probiem.
